Fire Chief's Report 


During the past year we have had five fires: three forest 
fires, one house fire and one dump fire.

The department was also called to stand by during 
an emergency situation in Greenwood. 


The Fire Department is now in the process of distribut- 
ing telephone stickers to all occupants of Greenwood which 
give the new toll-free number for reporting fires. This num- 
ber—1-800-482-7433—connects to the Oxford County Fire Con- 
trol and the department is alerted through their Plectrons. 


With the proceeds of the auction which we held this 
summer and donations to the department we were able to 
purchase radios, an engine for a portable pump, additional 
hose, and other small tools and equipment. 


We have a regular fire meeting, an officers meeting 
and a training session once every month. Fire training 
along the lines of the effective organization of a fire de- 
partment was made available to us through the efforts of 
the Southern Oxford County Vocational Region 11 at no cost 
to the town or the department and six members of our 
department took advantage of this opportunity. It is ex- 
pected that other fire related courses will be available dur- 
ing 1977 and it is hoped that many firemen will be able 
to attend these programs.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF GREENWOOD 


January 1, 1976 to December 31, 1976 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the va- 
rious officers of the Town of Greenwood has been completed 
for the municipal year ended December 31, 1976. 


The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following comments, 
exhibits and supporting schedules. 


Net departmental balances lapsed to general fund 
surplus amounted to $11,930.95. This was occasioned by 
unexpended balances in excise tax and overlay accounts 
(Exhibit D). Most unexpended balances were carried for- 
ward to 1977 at the direction of the Selectmen. 


ASSETS « 50%! '4 3 The general fund cash balance of 
$33,250.59 was reconciled with a statement furnished by 
Casco Bank and Trust Co., Bethel, Maine. 


Accounts Receivable of $1,417.01 consisted principally 
of balances due from individuals for cemetery and high- 
way activities. 

Taxes receivable of $31,145.78 represented the uncollect- 
ed balance of the 1976 commitment of $31,077.91 and a 
balance of $67.87 from prior years. 
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Tax liens amounted to $2,547.80 at the year end, while 
tax acquired property totaled $859.80. 


LIABILITIES . . . Notes payable at the year end totaled 
$16,000.00 issued during the year to complete the purchase 
of a new fire truck. 


SURPLUS ....% Appropriation account balances car- 
ried forward to the ensuing year amounted to $30,010.91, 
and represented departmental balances carried forward at 
the direction of the Selectmen. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $20,076.40 at 
the year end, a decrease of $6,518.53 for the period. 


GENERAL..... A review of the Town Clerk’s records 
revealed the Selectmen were authorized to issue Town 
Notes not to exceed $16,000.00 to complete the purchase of 
a new fire truck. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDS..... available from the 
State amounted to $9,563.24 of which $6,429.61 was applied 
to reduce the tax rate. Federal revenue sharing funds 
available amounted to $37,534.29, of which $7,151.23 was 
used as voted by the Town. Detail is shown on Exhibit F. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit pro- 
cedures were utilized to the extent deemed necessary to 
develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the Town at December 31, 1976, and the result of its 
operations for the year then ended.

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby di- 
rected to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Greenwood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet 
at the Town Hall at Locke Mills Village, in said town, on 
Saturday, March 5th 1977 at 10 o’clock in the morning to 
act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To elect a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
persons to purchase Public Liability Insurance for all 
elected and appointed town officials. The necessary am- 
ount to be taken from Officers Salaries, Supplies, and Misc. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
hours, wages, and benefits as follows for the combined 
office of tax collector, town clerk, and treasurer: 


1. Wages 
a. $3.50 per hour with all fees retained by the 
town. 
2. Hours 
a. 20 hours per week. 
3. Benefits 


a. One week paid vacation 
b. Holidays: New Years Day, Memorial Day, 
July 4th, Labor Day, Veterans Day, Thanks- 
giving, Christmas. 
Article 4. To elect a person for the combined position 
of Tax Collector, Town Clerk and Treasurer for the ensuing 
year. 
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Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to pay the fol- 
lowing town employees for their services for the ensuing 
year with funds taken from Officers Salaries, Supplies, 
and Miscellaneous Account: 


a. Selectpersons, Assessors, Overseers of the Poor 


for the ensuing year $3.00 per hour, expenses 
and mileage, 15c per mile. 


b. School directors $100 per year. 

c. Fire Chief $3.00 per hour plus $100 expenses. 

d. Constables $3.00 per hour plus $100 for expenses. 

e. Civil Defense Director $50.00 per year. 

f. Planning Board Chairman $100 per year plus 
mileage 15c per mile. Planning Board mem- 
bers $75.00 per year (provided they attend at 
least 50 per cent of the meetings) plus mileage 
15e per mile. 


Article 6. To elect selectpersons, assessors and over- 
seers of the poor for the ensuing year. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
$700 from the Miscellaneous account for the purpose of 
updating office equipment. 


Article 8. To elect one director to serve on the board 
of directors for S. A. D. #44 for three years. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
wage scale for benefits for full-time highway employees as 
follows for this year: 

1. Wages 
a. Road Commissioner $3.75 per hour. 
b. Equipment operator $3.00 per hour. 
c. Laborers $2.50 per hour. 

2. Vacations 


a. One week for one year. 
b. Two weeks for five years. 

3. Holidays: New Years Day, Memorial Day, 
July 4th, Labor Day, Veterans Day, Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, and Christmas. 

4. Insurance: Blue Cross and Blue Shield paid 
by the town. 
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Article 10. To elect a road commissioner for the en- 
suing year. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $40,500 for Town Roads as follows: 


a. Winter Roads, snow removal, sand, _ etc. 
$21,000.00 


b. Summer Roads and Bridges. $10,000.00 
ce. Tarring Roads. $9,000.00 
d. Cutting Bushes. $500.00 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to widen the railroad cross- 
ing and to widen and surface a section of town road. (Rec.: 
$5,000 from Excise.) 


Article 13. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
persons to set the pay for trucks, tractors, and labor on 
town roads for this year and ensuing years. 


Article 14. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for State Aid Road construc- 
tion (in addition to amounts regularly raised for care of 
ways, highways, bridges) under the provisions of Title 23 
MRSA, Sections 1101, 1103, and 1104. (Rec.: $2,790) 


Article 15. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for town officers salaries and 
miscellaneous. (Rec.: $12,000) 


Article. 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the necessary amount for the payment of 
interest. (Rec.: $2,800.00) 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectpersons to secure the necessary insurance for the 
town dump as long as it is used by the inhabitants of the 
Town of Greenwood, for this year and ensuing years. This 
amount to be taken from the dump account. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for fire station expenses and 
repairs. (Rec.: $1,200) 
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Article 19. To see if the town will raise and appropri- 
ate the necessary amount for the following items: (All 
monies expended should be with the approval of either the 
forest fire warden or fire chief) 

a. To pay for fires and expenses. (Rec.: to be 
taken from surplus) 

b. To pay for new equipment. (Rec.: $1,200) 

c. A sum of money to be placed in a savings ac- 
count for the purchase of future fire equipment. 
(Rec.: $500) 


Article 20. To see what sum per hour the town will 
vote to pay for fighting fires. (Recommendation by vote 
of Fire Department: $3.00 per hour) 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to accept all 
fire equipment purchased by the Greenwood Volunteer Fire 
Department in 1975 and in 1976 and to accept any which 
may be purchased in ensuing years. 


Article 22. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Fire Chief, or his duly authorized representative of the 
Municipal Fire Department of the Town of Greenwood, 
upon request for aid from a duly authorized representa- 
tive of a municipal or incorporated volunteer fire depart- 
ment of another municipality, to send to such other muni- 
cipal or incorporated volunteer fire department, such equip- 
ment and/or personnel belonging to the said Municipal Fire 
Department for the Town of Greenwood, as he shall deem 
feasible for the purpose of rendering aid in extinguishing a 
fire within such other municipality, and to execute an 
agreement for and in behalf of the Inhabitants of the Town 
of Greenwood with any other municipality or municipalities 
having a similar agreement to provide such aid upon re- 
quest to a municipal or incorporated volunteer fire de- 
partment of such other municipality or municipalities. 
Such authorization to be in effect unless otherwise changed 
by vote of the inhabitants of the Town of Greenwood. 


Article 23. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $16,000 from the Revenue Sharing Trust Fund 
and transfer it to the Future Fire Equipment Account to 
pay a note due on the pumper September 10, 1977. 


Article 24. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for town hall expenses. 
(Rec.: $1,200) 
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Article 25. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for town garage expenses. 
(Rec.: $1,400) 


Article 26. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the necessary amount for the support of the 
town poor. (Rec.: $1,500) 


Article 27. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for street lights. (Rec.: $3,200) 


Article 28. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the necessary amount for Civil Defense and 
Public Safety and to pay expenses for Local Civil Defense 
Directors. (Rec.: $200) 


Article 29. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the necessary amount to pay a plumbing in- 
spector for his services. (Rec.: Money to be taken from 
Plumbing Inspectors Account and Surplus) 


Article 30. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the Greenwood Scholarship Fund. 
(Rec.: $400). 


Article 31. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for Memorial Day observances. (Rec.: $150) 


Article 32. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150 to administer the dog ordin- 
ance. 


Article 33. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum necessary for maintenance of the 
town dump. (Rec.: $3,300) 


Article 34. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $740 to be used for recreation as 
follows: 

a. $165 for swimming lessons. 

b. $100 for skating rink. 

c. $225 for Greenwood Little League. 

d. $100 for Greenwood and Woodstock Pony 
League Baseball. 

e. $50 for Greenwood and Woodstock Colt 
League 

f. $100 for girls softball team 
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Article 35. To see if the town will appropriate the sum 
of $500 from the Revenue Sharing Trust Fund and transfer 
it to the recreation account for the purpose of improving 
the Recreation Field. 


Article 36. To see if the town will vote to install a 
street light at the Recreation Field. 


Article 37. To see if the town will authorize the follow- 
ing fees for any Land Use permits issued by the Plan- 
ning Board for this year and ensuing years. 

Up to $500 construction, $2.00 fee 

Over $500 construction, $5.00 fee 

Monies collected to be placed in an account to help 
defray the operating costs of the Planning Board. 


Article 38. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the necessary amounts for the following items: 
(Rec. to be taken from surplus) 

a. Social Security benefits for employees 
b. Workmen’s Compensation 

c. Bonds for town officers 

d. Insurance for highway employees 


Article 39. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectpersons and Treasurer to sell such real estate 
acquired by tax liens as they may deem advisable for 
the best interest of the town and convey the same by 
quit-claim deed. Such real estate to be advertised for thirty 
days. 


Article 40. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a subsidy of $1,200 for one year to be paid to 
the I. W. Andrews and Son Ambulance Service. 


Article 41. To see what sum the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the following Health and Educa- 
tional Services for the ensuing year: 


Colby-Bates-Bowdoin Public Television 200 
Oxford County Soil and Water Conserv. Dist. 25 


a. Androscoggin Home Health Services, Inc. $244 
b. Oxford County Community Services 160 
c. Western Older Citizens Council, Inc. 154 
d. Tri-County Mental Health Assn. 610 
e. 
f. 
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Article 42. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $5,278.00 from the Anti-recession Fiscal Assis- 
tance Fund and transfer it to the Officers Salaries, Sup- 
plies, and Miscellaneous Account for general administration 
and wages of municipal employees. 


Article 43. To authorize the Selectpersons to make 
necessary improvements and repairs to the Town Hall. 
(Rec.: $3,000 to be taken from Miscellaneous Account) 


Article 44. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectpersons to hire professional assessors to assist the 
local assessors to assess the commercial and local property 
in town. (Rec.: $600 to be taken from the Miscellaneous 
Account) 


Article 45. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
persons to negotiate with an appraisal firm to revaluate 
the Real and Personal property of the Town of Greenwood. 


Article 46. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
persons to acquire deeds for the Town Garage lot, Town 
Cattle Pound, and the addition on Hicks Cemetery. (Rec.: 
All expenses to be taken from Officers Salaries, Supplies, 
and Misc. Account.) 


Article 47. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
persons to establish permanent boundary lines separating 
the Recreation Field and land now owned by Ruth Ring, 
or heirs, and secure necessary deeds. 


Article 48. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
persons to negotiate the exchange of property with John 
Waisanen or heirs for the purpose of future road improve- 
ment. 


Article 49. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
persons to: 


1. Establish a Cemetery Trust Fund for each ex- 
isting cemetery and all future cemeteries. 


2. To deposit monies from sales of lots into the 
appropriate cemetery trust fund with the in- 
terests to be used for maintenance of appropriate 
cemeteries for this year and ensuing years. 
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Article 50. To see if the town will appropriate the 
sum of $3,500 from the Revenue Sharing Trust Fund and 
transfer it to the miscellaneous account for the purpose of 
mapping town cemeteries and other town owned property. 


Article 51. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,161.00 due June 1, 1977 to the 
Town of Norway for septic tank waste disposal. 


Article 52. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting. 


The registrar will be at the Town Hall at 9:30 o’clock 
on the morning of said meeting for the purpose of correcting 
the list of voters.

Report to the Taxpayers 
of Greenwood 


In 1976, with the opening of the Town Office 20 hours 
a week, it has given the taxpayers a chance for closer con- 
tact with their elected officials. 


Due to the resignation of the Road Commissioner, Steve 
Hakala in July, several road projects were not completed, 
however, these should be done in 1977. 


The pumper for the Fire Department should arrive 
either in March or April of this year. 


The State valuation of Greenwood for 1977 is $7,800,000. 
This requires the Town to have the amount of $4,680.00 on 
hand for maintaining our Town Poor. 


This year and in years to come, the role of the assessor 
is going to become more difficult, as a result of certain 
minimum standards to be met by all municipalities by 
1977-1978 and 1979. 


1. A 50% minimum assessment ratio by 1977. 
A 60% minimum assessment ratio by 1978. 
A 70% minimum assessment ratio by 1979. 

2. A maximum rating of assessment quality of 30 
by 1977. 

A maximum rating of assessment quality of 25 
by 1978. 

A maximum rating of assessment quality of 20 
by 1979. 

3. A physical inspection and inventory of each real 
parcel and personal property account will 
take place at least every 4 years. 

4. Assessors will conduct annual ratio studies. 


Our average ratio was 38% and our assessment quality 
was 47 for the sales of property between October 1975 and 
October 1976. Consider carefully Articles 44 and 45. 
Remember the chairman has only passed 3 of the 6 courses 
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at the assessors school and is not qualified to valuate com- 
mercial property and in some cases local property. Nobody 
likes to pay taxes, but as long as you pay your fair share, 
the fewer complaints there are. 


The Town Officials have held the line on wage in- 
creases, therefore, in Article 20 we recommend the fire 
department receive $2.50 for fighting fires. 


I wish to thank my fellow officials on the board for 
their interest and help this past year.
